IT IS RECOMMENDEDTHAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Approve the renewal of GeneralServiceAgreements(GSA) for a five-year
period commencingJuly 1, 2004 to June30, 2009,with the Cities of Artesia,
Azusa,Downey, El Monte, HawthorneSchool District, La HabraHeights, La
Verne, Lawndale, Long Beach,Montebello Unified School District, Monterey
Park, Norwalk, Rosemead,SantaFe Springs,South El Monte, Walnut, West
Hollywood, Whittier, and William S. Hart Union High SchoolDistrict.

2. AuthorizetheChairmanof the Boardto sign theexecutedstandardcontracts

upon presentation.

PURPOSEOF RECOMMENDEDACTION

We are recommendingrenewalof the GeneralServicesAgreements(GSA) with the
Cities of Artesia, Azusa, Downey, El Monte, Hawthorne School District, La Habra
Heights, La Verne, Lawndale,Long Beach,MontebelloUnified School District, Monterey
Park, Norwalk, Rosemead, Santa Fe Springs, South El Monte, Walnut,
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West Hollywood, Whittier, andWilliam S. Hart Union High School District. All of the
agreementswith theseentitieswill expire on June30, 2004, and the recommended
period for renewal is five years commencing July 1, 2004 to June 30, 2009.
Agreementsfor the renewal period have been sentto each of the cities for their
approval. All of these entities have either indicated their intent to approve the
agreement,or have submittedan approvedagreement.

Renewal of these agreementswill promote the County Strategic Plan’s goals by
facilitating the public’s accessto quality County servicesand by contributing to the
efficiency andeffectivenessof public servicedelivery systemsthrougheconomiesof
scale.

JUSTIFICATION

County GSAs have been executedwith most cities and a numberof public entities
within the County. The GSA authorizes the County to provide other services
requestedby thesepublic entities.

FISCAL IMPACT AND FINANCING

Costsare paid by the cities receiving County serviceswith no additional cost to the
County. The GSA specifiesthe method by which a city or other entity requestsand
paysfor aserviceandprovidesfor theannualadjustmentof rates,

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGALREQUIREMENTS

The GSA is thebasicagreementthat authorizesthe Countyto providemiscellaneous
servicesrequestedand paid for by cities, at no additional County cost. The actual
servicesprovided underthe GSA generallyconsistof miscellaneousserviceswhich
cities and other public entities requestfrom the County on an “as needed”basis.
These include such functions as predatory animal control, prosecution of city
ordinances,direct assessmentcollection, and a variety of public works activities.
A listing of services provided under the GSA is contained in Attachment I.
Departmentsproviding ongoing and specific services, such as law enforcement,
public health code enforcement,and animal care and control, utilize the Specific
Services Agreements which are handled directly by the individual service
departments. All city service agreements,including the GSA, incorporate by
reference,separatejoint indemnity agreementswhich provide for the ContractCities
Trust Fund to coverCounty liability for performanceof theseservicesfor cities.

AttachmentII is a copyof a GSA similar to theGSAs currentlyexecutedwith theother
cities and which is again being offered for renewal. CountyCounselhasapproved
thesecontractsasto form andstandardlanguageto ensureconformancewith Board
policy.
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IMPACT ON CURRENTSERVICES

The provision of theseservicesto cities underthe GSA doesnot impact theprovision
of otherCounty services.

GENERAL SERVICESAGREEMENT

THIS AGREEMENT, datedfor purposesof referenceonly, _____________, 2004,

is made by and betweenthe County of Los Angeles, hereinafter referred to as the

‘tounty”, andthe City of _________________, hereinafterreferredto asthe “City.”

RECITALS:

(a) The City is desirousof contractingwith the County for theperformanceby its

appropriateofficers andemployeesof City functions.

(b) The County is agreeableto performing such serviceson the terms and

conditionshereinaftersetforth,

(c) Such contractsareauthorizedand providedfor by the provisionsof Section

561/2 of the Charterof the County of Los Angeles and Section51300, et seq., of the

GovernmentCode.

THEREFORE,THE PARTIES MUTUALLY AGREE AS FOLLOWS:

1. The Countyagrees,through its officers andemployees,to perform those

City functionswhich are hereinafterprovidedfor,

2. The City shall pay for suchservicesasareprovided underthis agreement

at rates to be determinedby the County Auditor-Controller in accordancewith the

policiesand proceduresestablishedby theBoardof Supervisors.

These rates shall be readjustedby the County Auditor-Controller annually

effective the first day of July of each year to reflect the cost of such service in

accordancewith the policies and proceduresfor the determinationof such ratesas

adoptedby the Boardof Supervisorsof County.
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3. No County officer or department shall perform for said City any function

not coming within the scope of the duties of such officer or department in performing

services for the County.

4. No service shall be performed hereunder unless the City shall have

available funds previously appropriated to cover the cost thereof.

5. No function or service shall be performed hereunder by any County officer

or department unless such function or service shall have been requested in writing by

the City on order of the City Council thereof or such officer as it may designate and

approved by the Board of Supervisors of the County, or such officer as it may

designate, and each such service or function shall be performed at the times and under

circumstances which do not Interfere with the performance of regular County

operations.

6. Whenever the County and City mutually agree as to the necessity for any

such County officer or department to maintain administrative headquarters in the City,

the City shall furnish at its own cost and expense all necessary office space, furniture,

and furnishings, office supplies, janitorial service, telephone, light, water, and other

utilities. In all instances where special supplies, stationery, notices, forms and the like

must be issued in the name of the City, the same shall be supplied by the City at Its

expense.

It is expressly understood that in the event a local administrative office is

maintained in the City for any such County officer or department, such quarters may be

used by the County officer or department in connection with the performance of its

duties in territory outside the City and adjacent thereto provided, however, that the

performance of such outside duties shall not be at any additional cost to the City.
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7, All personsemployedin theperformanceof suchservicesandfunctions

for the City shall be County employees,and no City employeeassuchshall be taken

over by the County, and no personemployedhereundershall haveany City pension,

civil service,or otherstatusor right.

For the purposeof performing such servicesand functions, and for the

purpose of giving official statusto the performancehereof, every County officer and

employeeengagedin performingany suchserviceor function shall be deemedto bean

officer or employeeof said City while performingservicefor the City within thescopeof

thisagreement.

8. The City shall not be called upon to assumeany liability for the direct

payment of any salary, wages or other compensationto any County personnel

performingserviceshereunderfor the City, or anyliability otherthan thatprovided for in

this agreement.

Except as herein otherwise specified, the City shall not be liable for

compensationor indemnity to any Countyemployeefor injury or sicknessarisingout of

his employment.

9. The partiesheretohave executedan Assumptionof Liability Agreement

approvedby the Boardof Supervisorson December27, 1977 and/ora Joint Indemnity

Agreementapprovedby the Board of Supervisorson October8, 1991. Whicheverof

thesedocumentstheCity hassignedlater in time is currently in effect andherebymade

a partof and incorporatedinto this agreementas setout in full herein. In theeventthat

the Board of Supervisorslater approvesa revisedJoint Indemnity Agreementandthe

City executesthe revisedagreement,thesubsequentagreementas of its effectivedate

shall supersedetheagreementpreviouslyin effect betweenthepartieshereto.
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10. Each County officer or departmentperforming any service for the City

provided for herein shall keep reasonablyitemized and in detail work or job records

covering the cost of all services performed, including salary, wages and other

compensationfor labor; supervisionandplanning,plus overhead,the reasonablerental

value of all County-owned machinery and equipment, rental paid for all rented

machineryor equipment,togetherwith thecost of an operatorthereofwhen furnished

with said machineryor equipment,thecostof all machineryand suppliesfurnishedby

the County, reasonablehandlingcharges,and all additional itemsof expenseincidental

to theperformanceof suchfunctionor service.

11. All work done hereunderis subjectto the limitations of the provisions of

Section23008of the GovernmentCode,and in accordancetherewith,beforeanywork

is doneor servicesrenderedpursuanthereto,an amountequalto thecostor an amount

10% in excessof the estimatedcost must be reservedby the City from its funds to

insurepaymentfor work, servicesor materialsprovided hereunder.

12. The Countyshall renderto the City at thecloseof eachcalendarmonth an

itemized invoice which coversall servicesperformedduring said month, and the City

shall pay Countythereforewithin thirty (30) daysafter dateof saidinvoice.

If suchpaymentis not deliveredto the County office which is describedon said

invoice within thirty (30) days after the dateof the invoice, the County is entitled to

recover interest thereon. Said interestshall be at the rate of seven (7) percentper

annum or any portion thereof calculatedfrom the last day of the month in which the

serviceswereperformed.

13. Notwithstandingthe provisionsof GovernmentCodeSection907, if such

paymentis not deliveredto the County office which is describedon saidinvoice within
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thirty (30) daysafterthedateof the invoice, the County maysatisfy suchindebtedness,

including interestthereon,from any funds of any suchCity on depositwith the County

without giving further noticeto saidCity of County’s intention to do so.

14. This contract shall become effective on the date herein-abovefirst

mentionedand shall run for aperiod endingJune30, 2009,andat the option of theCity

Council of the City, with the consentof the Board of Supervisorsof County, shall be

renewablethereafterfor an additionalperiod of not to exceedfive (5) years.

15. In eventthe City desiresto renewthis agreementfor saidfive-yearperiod,

the City Council shall not later than the last day of May 2009, notify the Board of

Supervisorsof County that it wishes to renew the same,whereuponthe Board of

Supervisors,not later than the last day of June2009, shall notify the City Council in

writing of its willingnessto acceptsuchrenewal, Otherwisesuchagreementshall finally

terminateat theendof theaforedescribedperiod.

Notwithstanding the provisions of this paragraphherein-aboveset forth, the

County may terminatethis agreementat any time by giving thirty (30) days’ prior written

notice to the City. The City may terminatethis agreementasof the first day of July of

anyyearupon thirty (30) days’ prior written noticeto the County.

16. This agreementis designedto cover miscellaneousand sundryservices

which may be supplied by the County of Los Angeles and the variousdepartments

thereof, In event there now exists or there is hereafteradopteda specific contract

betweenthe City and the County with respectto specificservices,such contractwith

respectto specific servicesshall be controlling as to the duties and obligations of the

parties anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding,unlesssuch special contract

adoptsthe provisions hereofby reference.
